Terminal Disclaimer 



1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on March 1 1 , 2003 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of U.S. Patent No. 6,106,125 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded.

Response to Amendment 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 37-1 20 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant teaches a light box for illuminating a stage, such light box having a 

housing supported by a frame, such frame including a light-mounting element, a primary 
light diffusion element attached to the housing, and a plurality of PAR lamps. The 
housing is made having a collapsible rigid frame, covered by panels. The light diffusion 
element converting light from the PAR lamps into soft diffused projected light. 

No prior art was found teaching individually, or suggesting in combination, all of 
the features of the applicants' invention.
